E-oadSj have been in the past, and will be in the future, a 
major topic of discussion in all towns. We realize, as yoix do, 
the poor condition of many of the roads in Town. Each year "with 
the spring thaws more roads become in need of major repair and 
maintenance. The Highway Department takes the more serious 
conditioned roads and brings them up to Standard firet. This is a 
rather difficult decision as each year there are more roads in 
need of repair and only so much time m which to work on con- 
struction. Our thanks are extended to Warren McCullougli and 
his Town Highway men for the good job that has been done on 
our highways and their untiring efforts keeping our roads open 
during the winter months. 

We have realized for some time that there is a definite 
problem at the Sewage Plant. We are in hopes this yeax of 
correcting the situation. A new comniinutor has been purchased 
for the plant which should have been dehvered to the Town by 

December 1. However, due to the Nationwide General Electric 
strike, motors were not available for the Coniminutor. As soon 
as the strike is settled and the pai'ts available, we have been 
assured of prompt delivery. 

The Town water and sewage reports from the State Plealth 
Department in Burlington were all very good this year. Again 
the Sta.te has commended us on the fluoridation treatment used 
in our water system. Periodic examination in our community and 
other communities in the State using fluoride have shown that this 
treatment used in water sj^tems has definitely reduced the 
number of cavities in adults as well as children. 

Our sincere thanlcs to Ray Maloney for his many hours and 
sincere interest given to the operation and maintenance of the 
water a,nd sewer systems. 

Our pool was operated very efficiently under the .supervision 
of Tom Lawson this past sunimer. W e would like at this time to 
express our appreciation to Tom for his sincere interest ti.nd 
many houre given to the operation and maintenance of the 
Pool. A new diving board was installed replacing a broken board 
which was hazardous and new kick floats were purchased for 
beginning swimming lessons. John Richards and his Assistant 
from the State Department of Health inspected the pool and ^\^ith 
their guidance we were able to place the HTH in the proper 
locations in the pool, keeping the bacteria count down to 300 or 
less, which is the lowest the count has ever been. 

The skating rink was in operation during the winter months 
under the supervision of Mrs. Julia Frazier. Our appreciation, is 
extended to Mrs. Frazier for the extra ef¥ort and hours spent at 
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the rink making it an enjoyable place for P^^^oi; resident^ 
Skating was enioyed by not only the young and senior citizens 
but also by the many who watched from the sidelines. 

The flowers in the triangle by the Post Office Building were 
furnished again this year by the Home Dem Group of Proctor^ 
May we extend our sincere thanks to this group of women who 
are so interested in the attractiveness of our Town. 

With the closing of the Center Rutland Marble Shops it 
was necessary for the Company to use the building for storage 
that they had been letting the Boy Scouts occupy. Upon request 
the Seketmen granted the use of the basement of the Town liaii 
to the Boy Scouts as a Scout Center. 

The Evening Women's Club of/roctpr distributed a very 
interesting and useful booklet titled "This is P^^f ^^^i^^^^ 
has been of great assistance and help to new copiers m the Pioctor 
area.

The Selectmen signed a right-of-way lease through the Town 
Forest with VELCO and will receive an annual rental in tne 
amount of 1318.00.

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Special Projects 

1. The Ornisbee Avenue Project was not anticipated this 
year, but due to the deterioration of the stone wall in June, we 
took steps to rectify same by backfilling for a distance of approxi- 
mately 400 feet and installing 12" drainage. The final surface of 
bituminous concrete will be completed in 1970 on the sidewalk 
surface. 

2. Drainage problems which plagued the Proctor Grade 
School for many years, were solved hy your Highway Department 
with the installation of 400 feet of 12" drainage pipe and three 
catch basins. 

3. After consultation with the Soil Conservation Agency all 
trees were cut along the river bank near the Gorham Bridge Area 

due to erosion of the soil along its banks. 

Work projects being set up this year will include the follow- 
ing: Beaver Pond Road, Church, High, School, West, Cain ftnd 
McGarry Streets and possible continuation of the West Proctor 
Road. 

A major proj ect is being set up calling for reconstruction from 
the Marble Bridge to the intersections of High, North and Market 
Streets. You are asked to vote your State Aid construction morney 
ahead for the next four years to finance the project. It would be 
well to ]iote that the major cost will be financed by the Federal 
and Sta,te Government. Please note that we are not asking for 
any additional money as we shall use the funds normally used on 
our State Aid Constructioa. 

The primary reason for this project is due to bad alignment 
of road, curbing decay, poor drainage, inadequate sub-base a.nd 
two walls that are moving at a rapid pace. We need your yes 
vote to apjirovc the project which shall be on your warning in 
the Town Report. 

Again I would like to stress the great importance of Public 
Relations because we do believe this is the key to progress. If you 
have saty problems or questions regarding the Highway feel free 
to call me directly. 

We would appreciate your vote of confidence for approval 
of the budget as indicated in this report to finance the Highway 
Program for 1970. 

Our many thanks are again extended to our Highway 
Department for a job well done, John Dmkee and staff of the 
Vermont Highway Department, for extending their cooperation 
and to the Townspeople for their courtesy shown during the year.

Improvement of existing facilities continued with all docks 
and towers refinished and repaired. Also all beaches, trash 
containers, and life guard chairs were painted and repaired. 
Due to extensive damage in the spring, the float was completely 
rebuilt and painted. It is with great pride that I should note here 
that much of the scraping and painting was done by students on a 
volunteer basis. 

Midway through the program, the low diving board became 
defective and a potential hazard to the user. At tliis time, we 
purchased a fiber glass Olympic board which was adequately 
guaranteed. 

The 1969 Water Carnival was a success with many Proctor 
youths participating. The program was organized by the pool 
staff and volunteers from the community sold refreshments and 
aided in the events. I wish to take the opportunity to thank 
everyone who gave so freely of their time and effort. 

The pool staff has submitted a list of recommendations too 
lengthy to cover in this report. Therefore, I am certain that the 
Board of Selectmen will review the recommendations and act 
accordingly. 

It has been rewarding to serve as pool director as well as being 
a member of this truly fine community. My hope is that you 
continue your support of recreation and expand as to meet the 
needs of both young and old.

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REPORT ON REGIONAL PLANNING 



Th e Rutland Regional Planning Commission was created in 
March of 1967 and is now composed of 20 communities witliin 
Rutland County. There are 13 other similar bodies in the state. 
Basic reasons for formation were; to assist members in utilizing 
the Region's advantages and to encourage cooperation among 
themselves where it can be proven beneficial; to formulate a 
strong voice when speaking to state or federal governments; to 
secure technical help on planning related matters; to be eligible 
for certain grants; and to pi'epare studies and advisory plans for 
the ordei'ly gi-owth of the Region. 

Representation is by ono appointed Regular and/or Alternate 
Commissioner from each community regardless of physical size, 
wealth or population. The Town of Proctor is represented by 
Haven V. Greene as Regular Commissioner and James Sheehy 
as Alternate. Open meetings are held once a month to discuss 
business and also work performed by the staff or consultant. 
These meetings have been rotated to clifPerent eommunities to 
emphasize the areawide philosoph3'' of regional planning and to 
encourage individual participation. 

The Commission embarked upon a two-year comprehensive 
planning project in July 1968 financed by a one-sixth assessment 
from members, a one-sixth grant from the State of Vermont and a 
two-thirds grant from the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development's planning assistance program. In other words, a 
dollar of local money became six for planning purposes. 

Completed to date are numerous maps of local interest, 
preliminary reports or discussions on economic base, population, 
housing, recreation, open space, finances, transportation, com- 
munity Facilities, model zoning and subdivision bylaws, a sketch 
plan, etc . In addition to these useful technical studies, the Com- 
mission has sponsored meetings of common interest, has aided 
individual communities in preparing plans, has helped in the 
adoption of interim zoning which gives temporaiy protection, has 
helped communities receive federal grants, has secured temporary 
waivers from the state sanitary landfill requirements, has set up 
an office, retained a staff and consultant, etc. 

The RRPC will become eweti m&m important in the future as 
communities face the pressure? of increased growth and need for 
services. An agency such as the RRPC, composed of local 
representatives can look to the future and help develop proper 
approaches to cope with change. Through coordinated amd 
cooperative efforts, plus technical aid, local governments may be 
able to accelerate endeavors to control their destiny before it is 
done by higher levels of government.

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ANNUAL REPORT 



January 1, 1969— December 31, 1969 
RUTLAND COUNTY MENTAL HEALTH SERVICE 

The ead of December is a good time to stop and look at what 
has been going on in the past year and to plan for the new season. 
The Rutland County Mental Health Service has made some 
major changes in the past year. Staff has increased from 12 to 31 . 
Programs have expanded and new services were added. Plans are 
underway to move to larger quarters in a few months. From an 
out-patientj consultation agency, it has developed into a compre- 
hensive community mental health center. In January, 1969, one 
nuree was employed, today there are 11. Federal funding has 
greatly facilitated this growth. 

The new services added are in-patient psychiatric hospitali- 
zation, offered in conjunction with the Rutland Hospital; 
emergency, 24 hour crises sei-vice, (telephone number 775-1000) ; 
a partial hospitalization program located at the Qahal Coffee 
House in Ralland and Gr^ory's in North Clarendon; mental 
retardation pre-school training, located at St. Joseph The 
Provider College, and in Fair Haven and Danby. 

At the same time, direct our-patient service showed a sub- 
stantial increase. .Marital and family counseling, psychological 
testing, group and individual psychotherapy were provided to 843 
Rutland County families as compared to 667 last year; 6,000 
individual interviews and 112 group sessions were conducted as 
compared to 5,585 and 71 respectively last year. The after-care 
service helped 120 returning Waterbury Hospital patients find 
jobs, homes and security in Rutland County. The Youth 
Activity program provided a "wholesome recreational outlet to 150 
(44- last year) children in need of individual attention. Big 
Brother-Big Sister program increased from 100 to 171 children 
seen on a regular weekly basis. School consultation expanded to 
cover Ponltiiey^ Proctor, West Rutland, Rutland Town this year. 
Psychiatric consultation to physicians jumped from 82 to 122 
with the advent of Dr. James Todd to the staff in July. 

Nineteen sixty-nine was a busy year and 1970 promises to 
be even bui^er. Although difficult to assess, it is estimated that 
the Rutland County Mental Health Service is meeting 50 to 60 
percent of the mental health needs of the county, a very good 
percentage in reference to the rest of the county but still far short 
of the goal of serving the mental health needs of Rutland County.

This year's report on amounts of money paid to money 
payment recipients m yow town and monthly average number of 
recipients is for calendar year 1969 in contrast to the half year 
report made last year. In addition, we are able to report a full 

year of money spent for General Assistance and for the last six 
months of the year, the value of the bonus food stamps given to 
residents of your town and the monthly average number of 
participants.

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SCHOOL DIRECTORS' REPORT 



Our Goal: Opportunity 

Our Standard: Excellence 
Our Course: Determination 

Opporbiinitj'- for all to achieve what they can and what 

they will of the education and training needed to meet the 
challenges of life today and tomorrow — this has been and is 
the objective of our schools. During the past few yeare we have 
had special help for children who need the "extra" little help 
and understanding to help them achieve all that is possible and 
we are beginning to see the results of the program. We have had 
the services of trained people in this field as well as the services 
of the Behabilitation Center and Haven wood School in Rutland.' 
We have hired a Beading Teacher whose only job is to help 
children with reading problems and there are many children 
with this problem. She also works with students on the High 
School level. More and more boys from the High School are 
taking courses at the Vocational Center in Paitland. Our music 
and art programs have been strengthened each year and our 
athletic teams are still bringing home the honors. We are proud 
of these and other accomplishments in other areas. 

We still need Opportunity for All. A kindergarten is badly 
needed and will be a "must" for 1971 if we are to meet State 
Standards. Proctor is one of the few schools in the area which 
does not offer Adult Education in any form. There is certainly a 
need in this area. 

In trying to attain Excellence as our standard wc have 
carefull.y planned and implemented suggestions made by the 
Visiting Team from the New England Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools and finallj'' have gained approval by the 
Association for seven years. 

Determination is our Course and our actions as a Board 
have proved this. Approval in January by the voters of Proctor 
authofized $229.00 as our share in a study with surrounding towns 
of the feasibility of a Union School. This was a two to one vote. 
Perhaps this isn't the path we should follow, but at last we will 
have a concrete plan as to costs, sites, etc., by this Committee, 
and not a lot of wasted time on what Ave "think" might be the 
costs. 

Use of Proctor Funds have been a stimulation to our teachers 
to take special combes and for some to come up with their own 
plan of work for the year. We are fortunate to have funds 
available to our teachers and for our students to reap the benefits. 
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Your Board has had more than 56 meetings during the past 
year besides the special conferences whick some of us have 
attended in Burhngton and MontpeUer. One member attended 
the annual meeting of School Administrators in New Jersey and 
we derived many benefits froro this meeting. In order to keep 
abreast of the changing world in education it is most important 
that we are repr^ented at these meetings. 

The ' 'shock" of the year for the Board was the day the figures 
for State Aid were announced and we were about $60,000 short 

of what wo had anticipated. If you will vecpll at Town Meeting 
last year when the Budget was presented by Mr. Holmes, a figure 
for State Aid was included, but at a figure much lower than was 
being quoted around the State. Your Board did not want the 
larger figure used because we don't get the State Aid check until 
December and if we are short there is no time to make it up. 
Our elected officials from Proctor as well as the State Board of 
Education assured us we could plan on this figure. However, we 
did not change the figure when our budget vfns approvedj liut it 
was cha.nged when the actual taxes were figured. Now, we are ill 
the predicament we did not want to be in and no help seems to be 
forthcoming, although since starting this report, we have seen the 
figure of $21,000 that we MIGHT get to help us make up the 
difference. We are agam trying to make this point clear — 
WE CANNOT PLAN ON STATE AID UNTIL THE 
CHECK IS IN THE I-IANDS OF THE TOWN TREASURER. ' 

A^e've had unexpected problems and expense this year. 
We started working on the drainage problem at the Elementary 
School and found out it Avas gomg to be a major item in our 
budget. However, this project had been postponed for so many 
years that, now, knowing what the problem was, we felt it had to 
be done. Mr. McCnllough and crew did a good job and this 
should take care of this problem for many years to come. 

Following the inspection of our schools by the State Fire 
Marshal there were many things we had to do in order to be 
in full comphance with the State. More fre signals had to be 
installed as well as exits to the outside of the building from the 
locker rooms. We still have several things to do in this area but 
the major items have been completed, but here again was an 
unexpected Kxpense, This has been a real problem in some towns 
so we were rather fortunate, but after several school fires in the 
State, we expect the Fire Marehal to be more strict about follow- 
ing his recommendations. 

The Mobile Classrooms have been a welcome addition to our 

Elementary School. They are well constructed, cheerful and can't 
help but be conducive to learning. We have had several Board 
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meetings in the classrooms and enjoy being there. We were happy 
that so many Proctoi' residents took time to go thru them during 
our Open House, but if you missed a chance to go thru them at 
that time, give Miss Horan a call and she will be most happy to 
show you the classrooms. We also had a member of the State 
Board of Education visit the classrooms and because of her visit 
there may be a chance that the State will consider giving aid to 
schools which have to use Mohile Classrooms, much the same way 
as for new construction and this wooild be retroactive so we wotild 
get the benefit of the bill. 

A special thanks from the Board to Anita and Roger 
Anderson for their interest in our school. Thru them and the 
cooperation of Castleton State College we have had Spanish 
lessons in the Elementary School at no cost to us as well as many 

phases of arts and crafts. 

Negotiations with the teachers this year were authorized by 

Vermont State Law and were followed by the Teachers' Associa- 
tion and the School Board. We have negotiated in much the same 
manner for the last few years. It's a pleasure to work with the 
Teachers' Committee and following negotiations I think both the 
Board and the teach eis are more aware of the problems of each 
other. Needless to say, we both reached agreement this year 
without many changes on either side. Negotiations over the past 
several years ha,ve shown the need for a different salary schedule 
and in the coming months a new schedule to fit the needs of our 
school will be developed. 

We have some new teachers in the system this year who are 
excellent additions to our faculty. We think we Imve one of the 
fineat stsHs in the area. 

In conclusion, this Board commends the work of our 

custodians, Alnio and Jim; our dedicated Principals, Mr. Mitiguy 
and Miss Hora.Ti.; the teaching staffs of both schools and to the 
Student Body oiu' best wishes and encouragement for their future, 
and most of all, a "thank You" to the citizens of Proctor for your 
interest and support in our struggle to provide a good educational 
system in Proctor. Last, but certainly not least, we welcome a 
most personable addition to our town and school, Mr. Richard 
Zani, our new Superintendent.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 

I herewith submit my first annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools to the taxpayers of Proctor. 

Many new educational pro.iects were begun in Proctor with 
the enthusiastic participation of the administrators, teachers, 
school board members and citizens. 

The profits from good education are diffused throughout the 
whole school population and the benefits reached are tangible. 
As each student shares his knowledge with his family, his town 
government, his state and country, he displays a positive 
manipulative factor held in his own mind and heart. By aligning 
skill and ambition, he may earry his iaenta.1 r^ourees and donverfc 
them to cash and personal ambition. Therefore the basic 
philosophy behind every new x:)rogram nientioned in the school 
administrators' report is that each pupil will gain from the 
experience and eventually put this gain to profitable use. 

In August a two day teacher orientation program was 
instituted, designed specifically for the new members of the 
teaching staff. Thej^ were introduced to the educational philos- 
ophj'- and the operation of both schools. Ajs a result the transition 
from summer free time to school work was done more smoothly 
and at a faster rate. 

An elementary teacher self-assessment workshop has been 
programmed for two afternoons during the remainder of the 
school year. The consultant fees will be absorbed by the Action 
Center IV (federally funded) located in Center Rutland. Teachere 
want to evaluate their situation in the classrooin because of the 
dimensions of a rapidly changing social, political, scientific and 
cultural society has brought to modern education. 

At the same time the secondary teachers, will be planning 
and developing a drug education curriculum. Presently, the 
teacher is limited to warning students orily, about staying away 
from drugs ; he may not educate them about the effects of drugs on 
individuals and society. It is hoped that the curriculum study 
on family liymg will release the instructor from the straitjacket 
of administrative and parental pressures. 

Possibly the most educationally exciting pi'oject to be 
implemented in Proctor is the Learning Disabilities Program for 
under-achievers in school work. Approximately 15% to 25% of 
the pupils have physical, mental, psychological or sociological 
malfunctions, either separately or in combination with one 
another. The purpose of the Learning Disabilities Program is to

during the summertime under.PFP fellowships were the following: 

Mrs. Nancy Crandall's six week program in English which 
featured the development of unit lessons for 9th and 10th grade 
English classes to help individualize the instruction in English. 
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Mr. Bruce Hansen's four week summer school for boys and 
girls in grades 7 and 8 in industrial arts and the related arts and 
crafts area. We feel this was a valuable experience for all who 
took part and especially for those students that wished to have a 
course in industrial ai'ts but were not able to talce it during the 
regular school yeai'. 

Mr. Steve Janes' six weelc PPP fellowship to do curriculum 
work for 7th and 8th grade music. 

■ Ml'. Robert Spear was selected as one of iBve history teachers 
representing the State of Vermont to attend a graduate program 
at SjTacuse University. The purpose of the program was to do 
studies on the southeastern Asian countries, specifically concen- 
trating on India. Financial assistance from the PFP fellowship 
program, as well as the Title III Action Center, made it possible 
for Mr. Spear to attend. From this program, there will be 
approximately twentj)' teachers selected to spend the following 
summer in India as a follow-up study to the graduate work done 
at Syracuse in the smnmer of 1969. It is our hope that Robert 
Spear may be one of those selected. The study and first-hand 
knowledge gained from this experience will help Mr. Spear bring 
back to Proctor High School ideas and innovations for improving 
our history and social studies curriculum in the area of south- 
eastern Asian studies. 

Mr. Norman Champine was actively involved during the 

summer teaching an intensive teacher training program for 
Castleton State College in their summer school session. 

A second major innovation that was introduced late last 
.spring and developed during the summer was the installation of 
an educational and close circuit television system withm Proctor 
High School. This sj'stem allows each classroom in the building 
the advantage of being able to receive or transmit a television 
progra^n from that classroom to an}' or all other classrooms in the 
building. Through the use of a video tape recorder, which is an 
integral part of the sj'stem, any program received over the 12 
channels carried by the cable may be tape recorded and stored for 
rebi'dadcast at a time that is most appropriate for use in a particu- 
lai' class. Also, we are able to produce our own television pro- 
grams and show these live or tape them for replay at a later time. 
Mr. Stephen Janes is acting as the faculty television coordinator 

for scheduling the programming and the usage of the television 
system. Late last spring after the system was installed, we 

conducted a 9 1/2 hour workshop for all interested students, 
grades 7-12, in the technical operation of the system and its 
hardware. From those that participated in the woi'kshop, a 
student television crew was selected to handle the technical end 
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of rimmng tlie equipment. All equipment is student operated- 
the television camera, television tape recorder, the audio system 
that accompanies the video, the duplicating of tapes and opera- 
tion and care of the equipment. Not only are the students very 
capable technicians and make our system function efficiently, 
they are also discovering that theni are interesting and challenging 
vocational possibilities to explore in the total area of the (»m 
mum cation arts.

AND THE SCHOOL BOARD 

The Proctor Elementary School opened September 3, 1969 
with an enrollment of 280 students. This was an enrollment 
increase over the previous year. Several new families have moved 
into Proctor.^ 

Sincere appreciation is expressed for the fine cooperation in 

the early registration of first graders and the exceptional contribu- 
tion to the Health Program. We appreciate the fine participation 
we had at the Special Pre-School CUnic. The registration, the 
accompanying Plealth Program and the Special Pre-School Clinic 
will tsJce place again this year in the eaiiy spring. 

We had a few changes in our faculty this year. Miss Joyce 
Lynne Brown, a 1969 graduate of the University of Wyoming 
replaced Miss Mary Moscatello as Physical Education Instructor. 
Miss Brown has had basketball and cheerleading with the fifth 
and sixth grade girls during the season. 

Mrs. Lorraine Orvis, a former third grade teacher, returned 
to take the new fuUtime Itemedial Reading position. She spends 
time in the High School and Elementary School each day. This 
has proven very successful. 

Mr. Paul Romano, the Boys' Physical Education Instructor 
at Proctor High School, works with the boys of the fifth and sixth 
grades one half day each week. Interested parents have basket- 
ball teams in these grades. 

In the Health Program, milk and vitamin pills were available. 
We have greatly appreciated having Mrs. Mildred Biro as school 
nurse and now Mrs. Patricia Loso, replacing her. Several clinics 
have been sponsored with the help of the parents. Physical 
examinations were given by Dr. James A. Gray. We will have 
other clinics and hope to have one for German Measles shortly.

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entire Spanish program was presented at the Christmas Assembly . 
We expect to continue these classes the .second semester if arrange- 
ments can be made. 

Many students (over forty) started instrumental lessons with 

Mr. Steven Janes for preparation to be members of the school 
band later. These are children from grades four, five and six. 
Lessons are given Tuesdays, Thursdays and Fridays of each week. 

Plans are being made for a Musical Festival in the Spring. 
This will perhaps include folk dances as well as chorus work. 

Many children are learning to plaj-- the melody flutes and. 
others the melody bells as well as many rhythm instruments. 

New and interesting ideas have been developed in the Music 

Appreciation Classes. 

Thi'ough the cooperation of Castleton State College, three to 
six students have come each day during the fall to give individual 
help in the Art Department. These were senior art students, who 
helped the children and participated in the classwork. It is 
expected that this will continue this semester. 

Many different fidd trips were taken by the children this 
year. The children went and dug their own clay, made pottery 
and had it iired. The children visited th Rutland Post Ofhce, the 
Rutland Fire Station, the Carris R,eels Plywood Plant, the Fish 
Hatchery and Thomas Dairy Farm. All the children made a trip 
to the Proctor Free Public Libraiy. 

Mr. Harold Wright spoke to the fourth grade concerning the 
blind. Corporal Paul Huntley spoke to all classes on the impor- 
tance of the safety patrol and inducted the sixth grade officers of 
the Safety Patrols, 

Special programs in health were given by a state nurse for the 

fifth and sixth grade girls. 

Mr. and J\4rs. Philip Towel and family spoke on the years 
they spent in Kenya. They had a fine display of articles for the 
children to see and examine. 

Special assemblies have been held with different classes 
presenting programs. Many creative ideas have been displayed 
in the Thanksgiving, Christmas, Lincoln's Birthday and Pre- 
Memorial Day programs. 

The children of the two sixth grades have served faithfully 
and well on the school patrol. The patrol members (42) attended 
the Annual Field Day in Rutland. 
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We are continuing the selling of Saving Stamps this year. 
Every Wednesday of eveiy week is "Stamp Day." Over twelve 
hundred dollars worth of stamps have been bought by the children 
this past year. Our school received a citation from the United 

States Government. 

We have had several student teachers from Castleton State 
College in our classrooms. 

The Parent Teachers OTgmm&tion has sponsored the 
Halloween and Chnstmas piarties. The mmbem also helped witli 
the clinics. We were given a very generous gift from the organiza- 
tion which was greatly appreciated. We bought a new primary 
typewriter, a new record player and several filmstrips. 

Plans are being formulated for a committee of teachers and 
parents to study report cards and other means of reporting that 
there might be a revision another year in our system of marking. 

Eveiyone has enjoyed the E.T.V. Programs this year. We 
share four excellent sets. The teachere and children have found 

the programs excellent. We have also enjoyed membership in the 
University of Vermont Film Library. Many other free films were 
attained. 

Several teachers attended workshops on Reading, Individual- 
izing the Clasroom, Psychology and Communications. Other 
teachers visited other schools and attended couferences and 
meetings. 

We were most fortunate to receive as a gift from Dr. Earle 
Johnson, dentist, his dental equipment. This is, and will be, 
greatly appreciated by everyone. 

We thank the people in Proctor for all that has been done to 
improve the education given their children in the Proctor Elemen- 
tary School and we look forward with hope to having a Kinder- 
garten for your children and a room, for our growing hbrary in the 
near future. 

In concluding, I wish to expr^s sincere appreciation to our 
School Lunch Personnel, Mrs. Carmen Curtis, Mrs. Margaret 
Burns, cooks and to Mrs. Mary Luckachina, our Lunchroom 
Supervisor, from the students and faculty. 

On behalf of all the children and the members of the faculty, 
I wish to sincerely thank our new Superintendent, Richard F. 
Zani and welcome him to Proctor.
